It is necessary for the colored 
people of this country to consider 
well (you, the so-called Negro dem- 
ocrats) your folly and the support 
that you intend to give to the 
Democratic party.

TH E PETERSBURG MINE 
EXPLOSION. 


On the th day of July, 1864. just twenty 
years ago last Wednesday, occurred one of the 
most terrible events of the late civil war, 
namely, the explosion of the mine which 
constituted the key to the defences of Peters— 
burg, Va., and the ensuing attack and repulse 
of the Union forces, Itisa part of history 
that the colored troops of the 9th Corps 
(Burnsides) were designated to make the first 
charge after the explosion. How the precious 
minutes succeeding were allowed to slipaway 
unimproved, until the enemy had time to ral- 
ly their panic-stricken forces, and with all ar- 
rangements made received,fally prepared ,the 
attack Which should have followed as the 
thunder the lightning. How the gallant men 
who rushed into thatawful crater, rushed In- 
to the jaws of death—into the mouth of Hell 
and how the crushed and bLieeding rempants 
were thrown back from those iron jaws; al! of 
this is history. 

It occured to Wilson Post No.7, G. A. KR. of 
Baltimore, Md., consisting largely of men of 
the 9th, the attacking corps,and of the 18tb, 
the supporting corps on that day, to celebrate 
its anniversary at Irving Park, aod it is much 
to be regretted that the short notice and im- 
perfect advertising should have prevented it 
from being as great a success numerically as 
it wae in incident and enthusiasm. 

After the arrival of the afternoon trains from 
Baltimoreand Washington, the assemblage 
was called to order by Ex-Commander Com- 
rade Spriggs, who after briefly stating the 
cause ofthe asseinbly, introduced Comrade 
E. F Tilden, Ex-Sergt. Major of the the 38th 
U. 8. C. Troops, for the opening address. 

Comrade Tilden spoke with great readiness 
inacilear ringing voice that was like the 
sound of a bugle,and was frequently applaud- 
ed. 

Comrade C. A. Fleetwood, ex sergt. major 
ith U. 8. C0. Troops was next introduced, but 
spoke very briefly, apologizing that the call 
was entirely unexpected. 

Comrade Geo. M. Arnold, ex-hospital stew- 
ard of the same Kegiment, was next intro- 
duced and made unquestionably the speech 
of the occasion, holding the audience in tears, 
laughter and cheers alternately. 

Comrade Spriggs next introduced Comrade 
Wm.H. Wilson, of Post 7 as aman who 
left the Army a single man in 1866 and is now 
the father of twenty-seven children. Not- 
withstanding this rather embarrassing intro- 
duction, Comrade Wilson made a rattiing 
speech. 

The last speaker was the Chaplain, Wm. G. 
Cook, who gave an interesting account of his 
escape from slavery, his experiences with the 
armies as officers’ servant, laborer, and sol- 
dier, 

The exercises were interspersed with music 
by the fine drum corps of Post 7.G. A. R., led 
by Robert Young, formerly drum-major of the 
4th U. 8. C. Troops. 

The exercises closed With prayer by the 
Chaplain, after whicha unanimous vote of 
thanks was extended tocomrades Arnold and 
Fleetwood, and they were given a salute of 
three volleys. 

In response, COmrade Fleetwood promised 
that if spared to see the next anniversary of 
the day In this vicinity, that not only all 
the old soldiers, but also all of the new sol- 
diers and their friends from Washington 
whom he could infiuence through himself 
and friends, should be on the gronds to share 
in the good times and hear the stirring tales 
of battles lost and won in the olden time, 

After a good old-fashioned band shake al! 
around, the trains bore comrades and friends 
again to thelr respective homes.

WELCOMING THE EXPLORERS, 


Grand Celebration at Portsmouth in 
Hioner of Greely's Party. 

The following is a vivid account of the im- 
posing celebration in honor of Lieutenant 
Greely and the survivors of his expedition, 
under the auspices of the municipal govern- 
ment of Portsmouth, N. H. 

Throngs of people from the surrounding 
country came crowding imto the city soon 
after sunrise, and thousands were added by 
trains and incoming steamers. At 5:50 A. M 
boats, barges and steam launches began to 
discharge officers and seamen from the North 
Atlantic squadron and Arctic fleet along the 
crowded wharves, As fast as they arrived 
they were drawn up along the streets adja- 
cent to Market syuare. Civic organizations 
and military companies arrived from various 
points on early trains. All the public build- 
ings and many private ones were handsomely 
and appropriately decorated, and ‘* Welcome 
to our Arctic Heroes” was imprinted every- 
where on flying bunting. 

From an early hour in the morning crowds 
blocked up the streets near where Greely was 
to land. At 10:20 a. m Commander 
Schley, Lieutenant Emory, and Com- 
mander Coftin disembarked from a barge. 
Then came the other officers of the weg, 8 
lief expedition, the sailors of the Thetis, Bear 
and Alert: wearing heavy stoga boots, with 
trouers tucked in the tops, dark blue shirts, 
and regulation navy "= All were bronzed 
and weather beaten. They were enthusi- 
iastically greeted as they landed, and the 
crowd pressed forward to shake their hands. 

A roar of welcome went up when Greely 
was discovered with his comrades coming to- 
ward the landing in the admiral’s 
Greely was clothed in white, with a slouched 
hat, and wore spectacies. As he and bis com. 
anions alighted all crowded to welcome him. 
reely leaned "pon the arm of Lieutenant 
Powell and languidly lifted his hat. His 
every movement indicated weakness. 
His comrades received much at- 
tention, and were objects of curious scrutiny. 
All were placed in coaches and immediately 
driven to the Rockingham house, it having 
been decided that they should not appear in 
the procession. At the hctels crowds ; 
ered to catch a glimpse of them. Mrs. Greely 
joined her husband at the hotel. 

At 11:20 the procession began to move 
along the packed streets. Great applause 
greeted the sailors of the relief squadron as 
they moved along, the crewof the Thetis 
leading, with that of the Bear, and then fol 
lowed the menof the Alert. Commander 
Schley, Lieutenant Emory and Commander 
Coffin were received with thuuders of ap- 
plauss as they passed along in anopen car- 
riage. hey smilingly acknowledged 
the tribute by lifting their hats. he 
other. officers of the relief squ.dron also re- 
ceived a-hearty reception.

We waited until the drove approached 
within thirty yards of our tree and then 
we fired simultaneously, killing one and 
wounding another. The roar of our car- 
bines brought them upon us with that 
alacrity that suggested their having 
awaited from sucklings for just that oc. 
casion and xept perfectly ready for it. 
When they arrived at the tree they bit it 
each in and then glavccing up 
squatted and fixed npon usa dozen pair 
of eyes small as peas and blaziug with 
tierce purpose, and fury intense.

and ready to go, and accepting his fate 
as pleasantly as school boys accept 
apples.
